John D. Prince At Belgrade Can 
Speak Large Number Of 
Languages 


By WILLIAM IVY 
PARIS, Aug. 2.—A reproach cast at 
American diplomats for generations 
is that they rarely know any foreign 
languages. 
Whereas every Oermau 
diplomat speaks French—and usually 
English as well—and every British 
diplomat knows two or three foreign 
tongues. 
But there is at least one member of 
the American diplomatic corps who 
redeems the deficiencies of his col­ 
leagues, and that is Minister John D 
Prince, now stationed at Belgrade. 
Nobody knows exactly how many 
languages Mr. Prince speaks. 
Per­ 
haps he himself might forget to men­ 
tion a few of them if you asked him. 
He has not only a real gift for picking 
up new ones, but a passion tor study­ 
ing them. 
A few years ago he was in Den­ 
mark, as minister at Copenhagen, and 
he spoke Danish so perfectly that few 
were willing to believe it was not his 
native tongue. 
At the same time he 
seized the opportunity to learn Swed - 
ish and Norwegian. 
The Norwegian 
language is almost identical with 
Danish in vocabulary, but there are 
little tricky differences in syntax and 


very great differences in pronuncia­ 
tion and intonation. Mr. Prince took 
pride in mastering all the finesses of 
both tongues. 
When he was transferred from Co­ 
penhagen to Belgrade his first move 
was to employ an instructor in the 
language—or 
rather 
languages—of 
Yugoslavia. 
And in a few weeks, 
when the time came to take up his 
new duties, he astonished everybody 
by making a public speech in Slo­ 
venian! 
Mr. Prince is always a great rooter 
for the country in which he is sta­ 
tioned. He preached the beauties of 
Denmark for many years, and now 
he will tell you that Yugoslavia is 
the one place in the world, whether 
you are merely on a vacation or want 
to settle down for life.

It is the belief of the police that 
Oen. Obregon walked into a death 
trip when he went to attend the din­ 
ner in honor of his election and that 
he never had a chance of escaping 
Iftlive. 
The autopsy made it evident that 
toiore than one man had fired, but 
Ithis fact was overlooked in the ex­ 
citement attending the assassination. 


One theory of the police is that 
there may have been half a dozen po­ 
litical enemies in the restaurant who 
went there with the avowed purpose 
of killing the president-elect. 
The police hypothesis is that July 
17 was the date set for Oen. Obre- 
gon’s death and that La Bombilla 
restaurant, the scene of the celebra­ 
tion banquet, was the spot selected 
for the murder. 
Preliminary hearing of Toral con­ 
tinues with the examination of wit­ 
nesses who knew Toral or have 
knowledge of the tragic events at the 
San Angel Banquet. 
Gen. Antonio Rios Zertuche, chief 
of police, is convinced that Toral has 
not yet revealed all. They are trying 
to get the details of his connection
